The Extension Subcommittee on 4-H Club Work (a subcomnittee of the Com- 
mittee on Extension Organization and Policy) shall be composed of the following: 
Four members, a chairman and a secretary elected from State 4-H Club staffs by 
the leaders present at the National 4-H Club Camp, two members of the VWashing- 
ton office selected by the Director of Extension Work, and three mombers from 
the Committeo on Extonsion Organization and Policy selected by the chairman of 
that committee. Each of the four Extension regions of the United States shall 

be representod on the subcommittee by a member of a vtato 4-H staff. These 
representatives shall consist of two men and two women with the chairman and 
the secretary being either a man or & womane 


Each year at the National 4-H Camp two members shall be elected each for 
a 2-year term to assume office on the following January 1. At the time of the 
election of new mombers to the subcommittee, the leaders proscnt from each of 
the rogions from which elections are to take placc shall meet in caucus for 
the purpose of nominating two candidates from that region, one of whom shall 
be clectod to the subcommittee by the loaders presont from cach of those 
respective rogions, cach State ropresented by State club loaders or mombers 
of Statc 4-H staffs boing allowed two votes. Regions shall alternate their 
ropresentatives botween men and women; i.G., regions represented by men for 
ono torm shall be represented by women the following term and vico vorsa. 


No mombcr is cligible to succeccd himsolf on the subcommittoo, but from 
‘the two retiring mombors, the chairman and the socretary of the subcommittees 
for the following ycar shall be clocted, who shall serve in that capacity for 
ono yoar only and bo incligible to suceccd thomselvcs. 


In case a vacancy occurs on the subcommittee, the chairman of the sub- 
committeo shall have the power to fill such vacancy until the following 
leaders’ mooting. In filling such vacancy, the chairman shall give proference 
to the socond person nominatod from that region at the time of the last 
eloction from that region. If a vacancy occurs in tho chairmanship of tho 
subcommitteo, the two members from the Washington office shall confer with 
the othcr mombors of the subcommittco in the selection of a chairman from 
emong the remaining mombors of the subcommittce. The chairman thus selacted 
shall thon proceod to fill the vacancy causcd by his selection as chairmen, 
such vacancy to be filled in the manner indicated above. All such appoint- 
monts are to be ratified by the loaders at the first mooting following their 
appointment and such appointment shall bo only for the unexpired terme 


In Docomber cach year, the retiring chairman shall recommend to the 
chairman of tho Committee on Extension Organization and Policy the names of 
tho subcommittoe mombors olectod by the loadors for the following calonder 
year. It should be understood that all olections are recommendations only 
which do not become final until approved or appointed by the chairman of tho 
Committee on Extension Organization and Policy. 
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
